He  is 
a  graduate  of  the  University  of 
Madras,  where  he  won  two  hon¬ 
ors  and  ranked  first  in  the  Uni¬ 
versity  for  his  AB  and  MA  de¬ 
grees.  He  has  lectured  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  on  philosophy, 
religion  and  poltics  in  India  in 
the  interests  of  interracial  and 
international  harmony.  He  also 
a <>!ds  a  B.D.  degree  in  religion 
and  a  Ph.D.  in  philosophy.  , 

Dr.  Alexander  has  been  a 
prize-winning  public  speaker 
since  boyhood1.  He  is  also  inter¬ 
ested  in  singing  and  in  the  com¬ 
position  of  poetry  and  music  in 
the  language  of  the  Malabar 
coast,  Malayalam .  He  is  author  of 
Indian  and  the  Four  Freedoms.
